Clergyman, pressmen arrested 


TEHRAN, Sept. 12 i Agen- 
cies) — Security forces acting 
under martial law arrested a 
clergyman, several journalists 
and a former cabinet member 
Tuesday in a sweeping govern- 
ment clampdown on opposi- 
tion groups. 

The clergyman, Sheikh 
Yabya Nasiri Noori, was char- 
ged with a plot against the secu- 
rity of the state by stirring up 
protest demonstrations. 

Sheikh Yahya, the most pro- 
minent of those taken into cus- 
tody, was arrested on charges 
of staging an uprising against 
the state and inciting people to 
bum public and private pro- 
perty, banks .and cinemas, an 
official spokesman said. 

Both the Majlis and the Se- 
nate are expected to vote over- 
whelmingly for the new govern- 
ment at the end of their res- 
pective debates on its policies. 

The martial law spokesman 
was reported as saying that a 
search of Ayatollah Noon’s 
house in Tehran’s Jaleh district, 
scene of the Friday clashes, 
yielded documents, duplicating 
machines, gold, jewellery and 
die equivalent of thousands of 
^dollars in cash and cheques, ^ 

For the third successive day,

NAIROBI, Sept. 12 lUPil-

An Addis Ababa radio 
broadcast did not indicate whe- 
ther Castro, whose government 
maintains an estimated 30.000 
combat troops on the contin- 
gent, Would visit other African 
nations on bis tour. 

But it disclosed that Robert 
Mugabe, a co-leader of Rho- 
desia’s Patriotic Front guerrilla 
alliance, whose forces have re- 
ceived Cuban training, had ar- 
rived in the Ethiopian capital. 

While the two visits could 
be explained by coincidence, 
there was immediate specula- 
tion that Mugabe and Castro 
would meet to discuss the de- 
teriorating situation in Rhode- 
sia, where a multi-racial inte- 
rim government has assumed 
partial martial law lo cope with 
escalating guerrilla attacks. 

Castro's government has an 
estimated 12.000 troops sta- 
tioned in Ethiopia, 18,000 men 
in Angola, and hundreds of 
advisers in a dozen other coun- 
tries including Mozambique, 
which borders Rhodesia.

A SORE POINT 


The deteriorating security conditions in Lebanon are ex- 
erting increasing pressures on (he political situation. Once 
more, observers fear that the on-off civil war may blow up 
in grand fashion. 

The sore point (his time is the extension of the mandate 
of the Arab Deterrent Force, a Syrian -dominated body bitterly 
resisted by the rightist militias. The militias, who accuse the 
Syrians of 'occupation', have been involved in intermittent 
heavy exchanges with the Syrian troops especially in and 
around Beirut. Now, three Christian ministers have approach- 
ed the president of the republic and threatened to resign if the 
peace force mandate is extended. It is not clear if the minis- 
ters- really want the force to withdraw completely or if they 
are bargaining to change its terms of reference. The militias 
are known to be seeking- a pullout of Syrian forces from 
Christian areas so the ministers may be only demanding that. 

The position of the ministers is neither clear in more im- 
portant ways: Does their position reflect their own conviction? 
Does it reflect street pressures on them? Or is it the result of 
coordination on the highest level of authority to strengthen 
the hand of ihe president against the Syrians? 

The truth will eventually be known but for the time being 
one observers guess is as good as the other’s. What is known 
is that the Syrians will not accept any conditions on the pre- 
sence of their forces in Lebanon. Their position has been 
made clear in repeated statements which have underlined 
that Syria has sent its forces to Lebanon as a result of Arab 
consensus and in agreement with the Lebanese government. 

The Syrians say that their forces will withdraw the minute the 
Lebanese government requests them to. But this is only a gamble: 
The Lebanese government cannot handle security affairs on 
its own so it will not ask the Syrians to withdraw. And assum- 
ing that it does, there can be no doubt that it will be split among 
its members with ministers taking opposing sides. 

Changing the force’s terms of reference is a more plausi- 
ble proposition. Bui the Syrians will resist it. President Hafez 
Assad and President Elias Sarkis had not met before the 
Syrian president flew to Bonn despite the seriousness of the 
situation. It has been rumored that the Syrian president does 
not want a meeting before the mandate of the peace force is 
extended. He fears that he may become involved in a hassle 
over the force's terms of reference. He neither wants to embar- 
rass himself nor President Sarkis. 

At any rate, conditions are normally imposed by the 
stronger party on the weaker party. The Syrian forces in Le- 
banon are not weak despite the unfounded rumors to the 
contrary. They can take on any or all the warring groups in 
Lebanon and are currently in a good position to attack. The 
rightist militias want them to at least leave their areas but if 
they do they will have weakened their military position for 
no reason. 

The spark may come from Camp David after all. The 
success or failure of the peace conference will reflect on Le- 
banon. In either case there will be parties in the country which 
are opposed to the result. The Israelis themselves may bring 
the situation to a boil if the conference fails and they encoun- 
ter (rouble with (he Carter administration. The Palestinians 
will be wary of any agreement. The Syrians will have even 
more reason' to look askance at any peace deal at Camp David. 
And that is without having lo go into the repercussions of 
failure. 
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Mines reopen in Kolwezi

KOLWEZI — 

Mining of copper and cobalt 
has been resumed in Shaba 
province, baffling the skeptics 
who doubted that Zairian wor- 
kers had the ability to restore 
production after the rebel at- 
tack on Kolwezi, the provin- 
cial capital. 

The state-controlled mines 
were closed for more than a 
month following the six-day 
occupation of Kolwezi in mid- 
May by Angola-based Katan- 
gese guerrillas. All but a hand- 
ful of the Europeans employ- 
ed at the mines fled Zaire in 
the resultant chaos that claim- 
ed the lives of 136 whites and 
700 Africans. 

Many reports at the time in- 
dicated that the flooded mines 
would be unproductive for up 
to a year, at least until the 
Europeans returned to staff key 
positions in metallurgy and 
maintenance.

Debt pay- 
ments were rescheduled in 1976 
and 1977 and five Western na- 
tions — the United ' States, 
France, Britain, Belgium and 
West Germany — are currently 
putting together an economic 
rescue operation for the poten- 
tially wealthy nation.

As the largest energy con- 
suming nation in the world, the 
United States should be leading 
the way in establishing energy 
priorities and proposing policy 
alternatives.

Sixteen months after Presi- 
dent Carter launched his natio- 
nal energy plan, under the 
banner, "the moral equivalent 
of war," the energy issue, with 
one exception, has sbpped to 
the back burner on the con- 
gressional Jist of national prio- 
rities. Even the natural gas 
compromise is now in trou- 
ble. 

Positive energy events in re-

"The Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia represents a moderate 
and powerful and stable force 
in the Middle East,” Fukuda 
said “Japan likewise in Asia 
is a moderate nation and also 
a powerful nation. For- these 
two nations to visit each 
other is in the interest not only 
of the two countries hut erf 
the whole world. 


and Japanese sides wished the 
talks to continue until the ob- 
jectives of the two countries 
are ultimately fulfilled. 

King Kha- 
led gave a luncheon at the 
Royal Palace in honor of 
Fukuda and his party.

One aspect of this growth 
rate is a forecast five per cent 
rise in Japanese oil demands. 
Sources with the Japanese de- 
legation said the two sides had 
'discussed future oil supplies 
from Saudi Arabia and said 
they have received assurances 
that the Kingdom would sup- 
ply increased amounts of oil in 

the future. 

“Our stockpile of oil is for 
about three months of our 
need and we would like to in- 
crease it” Fukuda said. “We 
are a world leading maritime 
nation, but because of the 
worldwide economic recession, 
there is a glut of tankers. So 
we are storing our oil on the 
ocean as a floating reservoir.” 
The storage in tankers started 
this month, 

"We are a balance of pay- 
ments surplus country. We 
have a large surplus ,” Fukuda 
said. “We are trying to re- 
duce it and by reducing our 
balance of payments surplus 
we can help stabilize the inter- 
national currency situation.”

Nicaragua cities 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, 
Sept. 12 (AP) — Heavy fight- 
ing raged Tuesday in the em- 
battled cities of Masaya, Leon 
and E5teii. In Masaya Natio- 
nal Guard troops were repor- 
ted advancing house to bouse 
under heavy sniper fire to- 
root out leftist guerrillas figh- 
ting to overthrow the family 
dictatorship of President Anas- 
tasio Somoza. 

Red Cross workers anc 
journalists were barred from ; 
entering the city, a rebei 
stronghold 29 kilometers nor- 
thwest of Managua, but the 
sound of heavy gunfire could 
be heard from the vantage 
point of a National Guard bar- 
ricade outside Masaya. 

Troops in this capital city, 
meanwhile, reported discover- 
ing what they described a* 
“enormous” caches of rebel 
weapons as they pressed their 
search for guerrillas in Mana- 
gua. 

In Masaya late Monday, he- 
licopter guoships strafed the 
Sandinista guerrillas from} 
overhead and Somoza's sol- 1 
diers clashed from doorway to 
doorway trying to evade the 
rifle fire of guerrilla snipers. 
There was no letup in the din 
of machine-gun and rifle fire 
and bomb explosions. 

Refugees reported the city 
of 40,000 was without electri- 
city and running water. 

Tbe eyewitnesses said the 
guerrillas had taken over at 
least 90 per cent of the city 
of more than 90,000 residents. 
Hundreds of people were flee- 
ing from the battle zone, ma- 
ny of them in cars displaying 
white flags. 

Parents tried unsuccessfully 
to persuade National Guards- 
men stationed on the outskirts 
to let them go into Masaya 
to find their children who were 
at school there when the figh- 
ting started. 

Ambulances were also har- 
ried from entering the city, 
Red Cross sources said. 

A military source said (he 
rebel weapons caches in Ma- 
nagua included automatic ri- 
fles, rockets, home-made noise 
bombs and Molotov cocktails. 
The weapons were found in 
several rebel hideouts, the 
source said.
